Rich, poor, black and white citizens of Memphis 
proclaimed in November, the saints are coming. During the 
102nd Holy Convocation, the announcement and presentation 
was received by the general convocation that the Saints are not 
coming to Memphis, Tennessee but are going to St. Louis, 
Missouri. Presiding Bishop Blake and the delegates of the Holy 
Convocation received a delegation from St. Louis Convention 
and Visitors’ Bereau and government officials to announce the 
overwhelming support for the move to St. Louis. The decision 
to move was revealed during the General Assembly of the 
Church Of God In Christ. The Saint are going to St. Louis for 


possibly the next three years. 


This move catches no one by surprise, in particular the city of 
Memphis. After years of dealing with less than desirable hotel 
accommodations and convention site problems, the decision to 
move was unhappily made by Church officials. Bishop Blake 
spoke of negotiations for extending our association with 
Memphis, but those negotiations proved fruitless. Everyone is 
aware that breaking with 102 years of commitment is never easy 
and certainly not desirable. The story about the Church leaving 
Memphis was big news during the length of the Convocation. 
The community of Memphis has enjoyed a long season of bless- 
ings through its relationship with the Church Of God In Christ. 
Daily, the local news affiliates were searching out anyone who 
might give them a possible word about which direction the 
Church would take. The leadership remained quiet and only

Presiding Bishop Blake is aware it is very important to end a rela- 
tionship properly, just like beginning a relationship is important 
as well. He encouraged the saints to be cordial and tip hotel and 
restaurant workers for their service, to be pleasant and congenial 
with everybody they encountered. The Memphis Convention 
and Visitors Bureau quotes that the COGIC convention annual- 
ly brings about 50 million dollars to the city of Memphis. The 
Saints were a mainstay on the economic horizon during the 
month of November, and of course that 50 million dollars will be 
missed.

The City of St. Louis have 
offered Hotel rates that are significantly lower and the accommo- 
dation used for worship and classes will be free to the Church. St. 
Louis has known of the economic impact of the Holy Convocation 
and considers the Church Of God In Christ a welcomed addition

Throughout the broad sweep of human history spiritual and political crises may function to produce new leadership for a given generation. During such peri- 
ods God raises up a leader to be a source of inspiration, conscience and witness. In the crucible of a great human tragedy God will call and anoint someone to be _ 
singular voice of conscience for the voiceless, the widow and the orphan (James 1:27). As various historical examples frequently suggest this cross of defending the - 

poor is rarely aspired to. Thus in the strictest sense of the word it is a calling. Such a calling requires exceptional integrity, courage, and a wisdom which comes — 


legacy. This is the larger spiritual meaning of the site and substance of King’s last sermon, preached at Mason Temple, Church of God in Christ. In King’s bidding 
farewell from the pulpit of the mother church of Pentecost the Holy Spirit foreshadowed the transformation and transferal of the vision to the sons and daughters 
referred to in Joel 2:29: “I will pour out my spirit on all people and your sons and daughters will prophesy, and your old men will dream dreams and your young 
men will see visions.” It is as Robert M. Franklin, President of Morehouse College, observed a few years ago: “Within the Black Church the nineteenth century 
was the age of the AME, the twentieth century was the age of the Baptists, and the twenty-first century will be the age of the Pentecostals.” 

Few denominations were more ill-prepared. It would take forty years for the Holy Spirit to prepare the people to whom the mantel had been passed and to 
raise up the right man and prepare him for this task. It was a calling which would require the revolutionary power of Pentecost with signs and wonders following 
to bring deliverance to the multitudes of black people. During this period black political life became increasingly secularized with the emergence of a class of black 
elected officials. An unintended consequence of this development was that the class orientation of black leadership, with its emphasis on integration shifted 
upwards. The logical result was the effective re-segregation of the urban black poor as the black middle and upper middle class evacuated the declining cities. 

During this intervening period a young minister by the name of Charles Edward Blake was quietly building his community-serving West Angles Church of 
God in Christ. Membership, originally 50 strong, exploded in the seventies and was accompanied by equally impressive ministerial growth and an extensive build- 
ing project. West Angeles COGIC’s ministries include the West Angeles Bible College, a full time Counseling Department, and the West Angeles Christian 
Academy. As the number of Sunday morning services rose to four plus a Sunday evening service, it was time, once again, to build. The first service held at the 
5,000-seat West Angeles Cathedral was April 28, 2001, where the Presiding Bishop of the Church of God in Christ, Bishop G.E. Patterson preached. Currently, 
membership at West Angeles Church of God in Christ exceeds 22,000. The church has been recognized as one of the fastest growing churches in the nation, with 
more than eighty ministry and outreach programs including television and radio broadcasts. 

The most prominent outreach service is the West Angeles CDC which was founded in early 1994 to expand the compassionate outreach and neighborhood 
development ministries of the church in the face of mounting problems of poverty and injustice in the surrounding community. The CDC is headed by Lula 
Ballton and focuses on the following areas: home ownership, small business development, real estate development, dispute resolution services and community sery- 
ices. As the developer of nearly $50 million of real estate, and manager of nearly a dozen programs, the CDC’s operating budget has grown from $100,000 in 1994 
to nearly $3 million in 2006. 

These extraordinary achievements were, perhaps unbeknownst to Blake, simply a prelude. To properly understand the developmental trajectory of Blake’s evo- 
lution from pastor of a black Hollywood mega-church to the first post-Civil Rights successor to the King legacy, one must consider the larger historical context, 
both domestic and international. As the liberal protest wing of black politics became increasingly disconnected from the day-to-day realities of the black poor in 
the US and abroad, new ideas and models for reconstructing black civil society were emerging among black Pentecostals working in partnership with leading pol- 
icy intellectuals. In the late nineties, like King in Montgomery, Blake was approached by Pentecostal activists and intellectuals first because of his irreproachable 
moral character, secondarily because of his singular leadership abilities and finally because of the fact that among the black clergy he was unique in being not only 
a pastor but also an intellectual. In early 1999 Bishop Blake, with a team of intellectuals and activists, began, in response to reports of an AIDS epidemic explod- = 
ing in Africa, researching and organizing around the issue of the AIDS orphan crisis. This resulted in unprecedented media and governmental response which gave 
international prominence to the AIDS orphan crisis in Africa. The supernatural power to identify and engage the principalities and powers at work in this holo- 
caust (Ephesians 6:12) that was at Blake’s disposal was the key transformation from the Civil Rights phase of the struggle under King. 

In 2001 after successfully increasing public awareness through education and advocacy among black churches, Bishop Blake founded Save Africa’s Children a 
program of the Pan-African Children’s Fund to provide concrete humanitarian support for 340 AIDS orphan care projects in over 23 countries on the continent 
of Africa. This followed closely on the heels of Blake’s initiative to educate and mobilize black churches in the US to advocate for more humane foreign, trade and 
development policies in Africa. 

On April 4 2008 Bishop Blake convened a Pan-African leadership summit to present an urban domestic policy agenda to the Church of God in Christ in par- | 
ticular and the larger black church in general. The plan was a five point urban initiative that consisted of mentoring, crime prevention, employment assistance, 
family and fatherhood skills and financial literacy programs. Once again, it is the combination of spiritual warfare and the commitment to social justice that brings 
new power to the Black Church's struggle on behalf of the black poor. 

In summary Charles Edward Blake has emerged as the new prophetic voice, or the quote Reverend Al Sharpton, who spoke that night in Mason Temple, not 
only is Bishop Blake the Presiding Bishop of the Church of God in Christ, but he has emerged as the Prelate of Black America. Looking forward, Bishop Blake's { 
achievement constitutes a model for a Pentecostal political theology of Christian Pan-Africanism. By expanding our understanding of holiness to include the | 
Biblical concept of justice, and underlining the fundamental role of the power of Pentecost in achieving both, Bishop Blake is taking the church in a new direc- 
tion. In bringing to bear the power of Pentecost on the issues of social injustice that confront black people in the US and Africa, it is key that the church embrace 
with new fervor the importance of personal holiness, living clean lives that will both affirm the witness of the Holy Spirit's work in us and provide spiritual armor 


against the principalities and powers. It is into the potent manifestation of this tri-partite ministry of holiness, justice and supernatural gifts that Bishop Blake is 
called to lead us.

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Memphis, Tennessee- January 18, 2010 will be the first leadership 
conference of the new decade. The conference will commence with 
a special pre-conference service to give recognition to the memory of 
Bishop Charles Harrison Mason and Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 
Bishop Jerry Macklin, Second Assistant Presiding Bishop said, 
“These two giants of religious and social life on the American scene 
will be celebrated for their vision and commitment to the struggle of 
humanity.” Bishop Macklin appointed Dr. David Hall to serve as 
Chairman of the steering committee to develop and promote this 
special pre-convention service. Of course, Bishop Charles Harrison 
Mason was the founder of the Church Of God In Christ, who led a 
mostly rural people from poverty and social disadvantage to religious 
freedom and social independence. Dr. 
King marshaled the masses to defeat 
American racism and literally changed the 
course of American history. He was a per- 
son who embraced the whole of the black 
population, irregardless of denomination. 
The opportunity to observe these men 
was promoted by the General Board of 
Bishops because the opening of the lead- 
ership conference falls upon the birthday 
and national holiday honoring Dr. King. 


The Church Of God In Christ is also 
aware that many saints participated in the 
Civil Rights movement in the 1950s and 
60s. Their contributions were significant 
but largely unheralded. Many of these 
persons were the foot soldiers and the stu- 
dents that integrated schools and marched against the extreme con- 
ditions of that day. They were faces in the crowd but nonetheless 
important. The General Board and Presiding Bishop Blake felt the 
time was right to give recognition and exposure to their contribution 
for history. Many of these persons are deceased but their children 
and church members understand the important contributions they 
made. It is time for the Church to recognize its own and to share 


our story with coming generations. 


On that evening, the committee has invited Dr. Robert Franklin, 
President of Morehouse College to be the keynote speaker. Dr. 
Franklin is a noted author and award winning scholar. Franklin is an 
ordained elder in the Church Of God In Christ and son of the St. 
Paul Church Of God In Christ congregation of Chicago, Illinois. 
The late Presiding Bishop, Louis H. Ford was his pastor. Bishop 


Ford was a prominent figure in civil rights and Chicago politics.

Project Dayenu Sends Two Tons of Rice to Liberia 

In the fall of 2009 Evangelist Glenda Williams Goodson launched 
Project Dayenu to aid Liberian orphanages. Evangelist Goodson is 
the host of “Mama Talks Radio” (Dallas KGGR 1040AM/102.5 
FM), a show offering a practical approach to issues facing today’s 
society. After hearing from Mother Mary Kennedy of the need she 
requested that listeners help. “My listeners are the best!” says Sis. 
Goodson. Church of God in Christ, Baptist, United Methodist, 
Independent, Holiness, Nondenominational and individuals 
(some who do not attend church) made donations. “When the 
Lord laid it on my heart I was initially hesitant because of the econ- 
omy,” says Sis. Goodson, “but I said yes, wrote a strategic plan and 
sent out the Macedonian call. I am so humbled by all the Blacks, 
Whites, Hispanics and Asians from around the country who all 
came together to make Project Dayenu a success for the glory of 
God.” 

Dayenu transmits the idea if God does nothing else He’s done 
enough. “Even during this brutal recession, God is still blessing 
Americans to reach out at home and abroad. He showed Himself 
strong in this project. We gathered all the supplies but by 
Thursday we only had a third of the money we needed and had to 
get on the road at 4am Monday to make it to the shipper on time. 
I almost panicked but prayed again and the Lord gave me Job 
37:14. I calmed myself in that Word and He stepped in right on 
time with exactly what we had to pay upon arrival.” Evangelist 
Goodson and her brother, Minister Williams then drove a total of 
36 hours (to save money) and delivered the trailer full of supplies 
and rice to the shipper. The following was forwarded to three 
Liberian COGIC orphanages and/or leaders: 2,094 pounds of rice, 
new undergarments for children and teens, denim skirts and pants, 
new and gently used brand name running shoes and four 
18x18x18 boxes of brand new crock shoes donated by a major 
retailer. “We had over 100 individuals, churches and corporations 
to respond, including those who gave liberally but wished to 
remain anonymous.”

Convinced that the final chapter about the life of David Walker had not been writ- 
ten, Dr. Johnson presents a constructive and provocative approach to the life and 
struggles of this man.
